mental health budget 


Saying that it wants more clarifica- 
tion, the Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee has decided to vote a zero 
budget for mental health services in 
the annual town budget. 

‘The committee came to the decision 
Monday night. The services under the 
budget item are those provided by the 
Wilmington Family Counseling Ser- 
vice, the Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Center, and SHARE, Inc. of Lowell 

The zero amount is not a final 
recommendation, but an attempt to 
bring forth more information on the 
services under the budget. Several 
meetings and hearings are scheduled 
between now and March 12, when the 
budget will be voted on the floor of the 
town meeting. 

On Tuesday, the Finance Com- 
mittee sent letters to the Town

Election slate fills out 


The town election has developed 
into a véry interesting race. Some 
late entries have created some tight 
contests, and filled in slots where 
there had been little interest 

Of primary interest is the 
selectmen’s race, which is now a race 
among five men for two seats. Bruce 
MacDonald, the chairman of the 
Board of Appeals and a former select- 
man, took out papers late last week 
and returned them within the 
deadline. The only incumbent in the 
race is James F. Banda. Chairman 
George Boylen did not take out 
papers. Other candidates are A. John 
Imbimbo of Cottage Street. 
Wilmington Police lieutenant, George 
W. Hooper of Allen Park Drive, the 
chairman of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority, and Peter Enos of Hillside 
Way, an associate member of the 
Board of Appeals. 

A race which had no candidates a 
week ago now has three. Running for 
the three-year term on the 
Wilmington Housing Authority are 
Matthew Harris of Massachusetts 
Avenue, Kevin J. McMillan of Parker 
Street and Warren G. Newhouse of 185 
Taft Rd. Another seat on the housing 
authority, a five-year term, has two 
candidates. Lorraine Brozyna of 
“Boutwell Street and Elmer F. Parker 
of Forest Street. Mrs. Brozyna is an 
appointed member of the Housing 
Authority. 

Wilson J. Belbin of Morse Avenue is 
the lone candidate for the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority, where a 
five-yéar term is open.

TMHS athletes need 
School Addition

The addition for Tewksbury High School that is 
currently being proposed by the school committee is 
not only important to the school's academic environ- 
ment - but the athletic environment as well. Parents 
who have youngsters involved in the TMHS athletic 
programs should realize that the continuous school day 
that began in 1972 and continues today not only 
threatens the school’s college accredidation and lear- 
ning process. It also has had its effects on athletics at 
MHS, 

I experienced the results of the continuous school 
day first hand as 1 attended TMHS under this plan in 
1972 and 1973. The overcrowded conditions at the 
school was the problem that resulted in the installation 
of the day that sees the seniors, juniors and 
sophomores all starting and finishing their respective 
school days at different times. 


In playing any sport it is important to establish some 
sort of off the field relationship with your teammates. 
‘The first damaging effect of the school’s situation that 
became readily apparent to me as aTMHS student 
was that the football team was being broken up into 
three groups during the school day. Asa senior I rare- 
ly saw my junior of sophomore teammates in the 
hallways. When you are a part of a team the com- 
raderie that exists on the field shouldn't stop when you 
remove the uniform and enter the-classroom. I found 
that too much of the team was being broken up into 
classcliques due in large part to the continuous school 
day 

Now granted Bob Aylward has been able to 
reestablish that feeling of team spirit in the hallways. 
But it has taken a championship team and a tremen- 
dous effort on the part of the coaching staff to offset 
the problems caused by a high school where there is 
litde available breathing room. 

The school’s coaches have been forced to work that

some time in the classroom this presents coaches with 
yet another problem. If a sophomore turns out to be a 
star athlete capable of playing on the varsity how then 
do we arrange his schedule so he can get in some prac- 
tice time with the junior and senior members of the 
team? 

When-I was at TMHS the athletes were not well 
known by much of the student body because the entire 
student body often never saw the athletes - thanks 
again to the continuous day. It is important that the 
athletes be known in order for them to take some pride 
in what they are doing. Everyone gets caught up in 
that ego trip of enjoying the feeling of being recogniz- 
ed by a number of people for playing a great game or 
scoring the winning touchdown. It has always been my 
feeling that a varsity player is the heart of what makes 
school spirit click. If he isn't known by the student 
body how can they become interested in going to the 
game to see him play? 

Sure everyone was interested in a championship 
football team, but winning a championship should not 
be the sole reason for triggering school spirit. The in- 
terest in a high school team should be there from day 
one 

I suppose it is a bit maudlin to talk about school 
spirit today when so much of athletics is concerned 
with getting the job done - going about your business 
and that's it 

Unfortunately that’s not it, School spirit is impor- 
tant and a large part of it was washed away with the 
continuous school day. Coaches shouldn't be asked to 
deal with a problem that could be alleviated by this 
plan. The students are denied the right.to get in as 
much brain and leg work as they can before they 
graduate. They are also not coming out of that school 
as well prepared for college as they could be if the con- 
tinuous day was abandoned 

An addition to the school seems to be a good way of 
alleviating the day as it is while getting the high school
